DEPENDABLE 
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Lloyd George is reported to have 
said in the British House of Com- 
mons recently: 

"Perhaps I may have the privilege 
of a dying minister to give my last 
word of advice. I do not know who 
will succeed me, but I would like to 
utter a word of kindly warning. 
Whoever succeeds us will surely 
find it impossible in the present 
.'^tate of Europe to go on without 
conferences. The world is so batter- 
ed, bruised and crushed that the cure 
will be a slow oee aad will aeed 
many consultations of its leading 
physicians." 

This bit of advice does not find 
application merely in the difficulties 
which arise between nations. Just 
aow, of eoaiae, it is aatural that 
Easland's prime minister should ad- 
dress his admonition chiefly to those 
in Europe and elsewhere who fail to 
see the advantage to be gained by 
the various natioaal groups from 
conferences in wblch the issues at 
stake shall be discussed thoroughly. 

But surely even within the nation, 
particularly here in America, there 
is ample reason to take this advice 
to heart. It is only in defiance of 
the truth that either of the opposing 
parties to a conflict such as is now 
being witnessed in the coal industry, 
can say that there is nothias to ar- 
bitrate or discuss. 

Any group of ladiTidnaiBr wheth- 
er miners or operators, which adopts 
this attitude is clearly in a position 
to lo.se the very support which it 
asks of the public. From an out- 
break of this kind the public has 
too much to lose to make it subscribe 
easily to the doctrine that Ih the 
cases of an industrial disturbance 
there is nothing to adjust through 
a conference of conflicting parties. 

Indeed, what is more likely to 
happen is that the party unwilling 
to arbitrate draws on itself the sus- 
picion that its case is not a strong 
one. And the more the public suf- 
fers from the cessation of work 
whiA foilowB anwilllBgness to art>l- 
trate, the more it finds itself justi- 
fied in this belief. It is only the in 
dividual who hasn't a good case who 
^ill refuse to state its when an iip- 
portunity. i 

The obvious course to take, wheth- 
er it is between nations or between 
conflicting industrial groups within 
the nation, is to follow 'Lloyd 
George's advice and get together for 
a conference. The party which re 
fuses to do so may in the end have 
to pay dearly for its refoaai;

Sep tSEEMB PROBABLE 

That the general tobaooo situa- 
tion in the Builey iW^boat- la great- 
ly improved over what It was a year 
ago, that the growers are greatly 
encouraged over the operation of 
their organization and that the in- 
crease in the crop of If 2S will not 
be more than IS to 2(kper eeat. over 
the prodnctioB Of If 21 are state- 
ments made by President James C. 
Stone, of the Burley Tobacco Grow- 
ers' Co-operatiYO :^baBociati<Mi, in re- 
tponae to iiiquiries as to the tobacco 
sttuatiba and the prohahle produc- 
tion for the coming season. 

Mr. Stone says in his statement 
that the crop of 1921 will not total 
more' than 175,00(U)00 pounds; that 
130.0000,000 pouM of thia haa been 
handled by the Burley Association; 
that between 55,000,000 and 60,- 
000,000 pounds of this has been sold 
to manuafcturers "at Tery satisfac 
tory prices to the growert^," and 
that the association will sell the re- 
mainder as soon as ft is properly re- 
drled and prized in hogsheads. 

In his statement Mr. Stone says: 

"There are approximately 175,- 
000,000 pounds of the 1221-1922 
crop of Barley toba«eo, whieh is 
the smallest crop of Burley that has 
been grown in the past fifteen years, 
and this shortage is due largely to 
the extremely low pric^ realized by 
the growers last year, together with 
the generally unsettled 
conditions of the country. 

"During last summer and last fall 
the Burley Tobacco Growers' Co-ope 
ratlve As^ciation was organized 
and actually began functioning on 
the 26th, oi Jaavary, and through 
the associatkm- we have handled 
120,000,000 pounds of this yekr's 
crop. We have sold of this amount 
between 65,000,000 and 60,000,000 
pounds at Tory satisfactory prices 
to the growers, and will sell the bal- 
ance as soon as it is properly re-dri- 
ed and prized into hogsheads. 

"From present indications it looks 
nQW aa if the crop will be increased 
this year over last from 15 to 20 
per cent, in acreage, but it Is hard to 
tell what the ultimafe outcome of 
production will be, for the reason 
that weather conditions for the next 
four months play such an important 
lactor in the size and quality of tbe 
crop.

Frem New York to CMcsgo At». 
•hips to Be of iModlfled Zeppelin 
Type— Use Helium Qaa^ 

Weihlngfon.— The fonnatlon of a 
slnntle corporation tot QMUBerdal 

niirigation of tbe air in this country, 
through the establishment of regular 
lines over which will be operated huge 
dirigible alrahips of the modified Zep- 
pelin type, waa anunaaoed by the Uni- 
ted atatae diami>w ef coinmetce. 

The ewporttlon . will be known aa 
General Air Service, its Incorporators 
and founders Include some of the best- 
known men of the country. Definite 
plana for the cooatrectlon of huge 
dlHgQ>le« in Ctermany ha^e been 
formed, the whole dirigible situation 
has been studied from an advanced 
scientific point of view and, it Is an 
nonnced, the corporation expects to 
be able t»->i>cie two larfe ahlpa in 
operatioB fai thia eouDtry te the- 
mer of IM. 

Benedict Crowell laNone of the group 
of financial men and engineers behind 
the projectt and he wHl be president 
of tlie ae^ebrporatkMi, which was in 
corporated^nnder Oe laws of Mary- 
land on Feb. 21, 1922. Mr. Crowell 
was formerly assistant secretary of 
war, was head of the American avla 
tlc^ mlssicm to Europe, and is presi 
dent of the Aero Cliih of Aiaerica. 
Field Thoroughly Investigated. 

Before going ahead with tbe incor- 
poration of the (General Air Service 
which wiU i>e_Uie maaufactoring and 
operating c<nBpany, the men Inteieated 
In the project formed what was known 
as the American Investigation corpor 
ation. for the purpose of investlgat 
ing the practicability of the establish- 
ment of conunerclal air service with 
large rigid aln||hipa,ta ^ds ao^Bfil^' 
boring countries. In their Investiga- 
tions the representatives of the cor- 
poration had the co-operation and as- 
<!l stance of Dr. Johann Schuetfe of the 
Schuette-Lanz Airship company- of 
Oennany, and his corps of engineers, 
also various engineers and associates 
of other airship aujhorltjes of Europe. 
Dr. Schuette had been In America in 
tbe sprtng of 19W, as had officials of 
the Siiipeihi eomppny, and the jpfor- 
mation gained from fh^ was of ma- 
terfai service in the first formal step 
— the organization of the American Ilk- 
vestigatlon corjwration. 

The first line the company hopes to 
put into operation will be from New 
York to Ohicago, to be extended to 
Pacific coast cities as soon as addi- 
tional ships can ]ye built. The New 
York-Chicago line will be opened, It 
is announced, by two ^hips, each of 
approziaMteiy 4,000,000 cahlc feet ca- 
pacity, these ships to be fabricated 
in Oermany and erected In the United 
States. They are designed to provide 
accommodations for 100 passengers 
and 30 tons of maH and express mat- 
ter. It la aanowiad to be tlie plan 
to bntld larger sMpe for Ifnea to South 
America and Europe when the facili- 
ties for complete construction have 
been gathered. 

Dr. Schuette is IdentlAed with the 
new company. It Uf declared to be 
the plan to build tbe later ships in 
this country, and vfftually to transfer 
a large part of the Zeppelin-making 
business to the United States.

embrace the latest modifications of 
both tbe Zeppelin and Schuette pat- 
ents, both of which were combined In 
tbe last of the Germaa dirtglblesLbaUt 
daring the war. It la alaa suited 
that gasoline, another mree of^flre^ 
and eiplosioii, will jaot be iiaed,~and 
that that motive poiitr vtt be fap- 
nished by oil fuel. 

"Oommerdal air transport in the 
United Btat^" aafa the aanyiBca' 
meni;^^ In vbm ttmgmmm, aad appir- 
ently will remain #o aattl |t Is given 
legal and economic statas by f ed«*al or 
at least by tinifled state action. Prop- 
erly dev^oped, with present transpor- 
tation syrtems, this new agency can 
become a most valuable addition "Xo 
the nation** q wdaUsed canW capaci< 
ty In peace as well as in war. 

"At present nation-wide regulative 
legislation is greatly needed, not only 
for the Mdinery needs of pablic safe- 
ty, bat alee te eatabUah the legal stat- 
us and respcmsibilitles of air trans- 
port in national and international busi- 
ness. Canada, Australia and Euro- 
pean nations already have provided 
each lufhJatlon. Without practical 
encoaraganent commnrcial aeronaaticB 
in America will continue te lag behind 
foreign development to such an extent 
as to constitute a menace to future 
security and to delay fatally the es- 
sential commercial development Jn 
which America should i^tly stand 
first." 

The report recommends immediate 
support of basic national legislation 
on aeronautics providing for appropri- 
ate regulatory procedure, adequate fa- 
cllltlea la the department of com- 
merce for iHTomoting the regulation 
and development of comraercial air 
transport operations In interstate and 
foreign commerce, intrastate legisla- 
tion, an encouragement of widespread 

public support of this essential aer(^ 
nautical legislatloa. 

In its announcement of the General 
Air Service company's plans, the 
chamber of commerce of the United 
States gives this statement in its offi- 
cla:^ organ from Bwaedict Crowell: 

*H>ar aim is to provide rigid airship 
avTlce to America first, and. as time 
goes on, linlc this continent with the 
rest of the world by aerial routes; a 
service supplementing existing meth- 
ods of transportation, one which will 
traverse space In a minlnnim of time 
and supply a means of travel both safe 
and comfortable. ^-^^i.^- 

**A ertiU transpOTtation is just as 
neccMwary to prea^trday civilisati<Mi 
as the railroads were to drUlaatlon 
fifty years ago. In no country in the 
world is this new method of transpor- 
tation more necessary than in the Unl- 
t^ Sta]^ because of Its great ex- 
panse of Invitory and lia iiamerous 
urban centers of large sise^ Uni- 
ted States can and shoidd lead the 
world in the rigid airship field." 
Ikit tnf oi^ation In 'kurspeb 

Mr. Cir«6well was one of a group that 
spent much of the spring and summer 
of 1921 in Europe. IHiey went to air- 
ship factories and stations in Gr€r- 
many, France, Eni^d and Italy. They 
made flights in British. ex-Gefnaa'and 
Italian airships, and secured data cov- 
ering manufacturing and operating 
costs not only of airships but of han- 
gars, mooring masts, landing fields and 
terminal faciUtiea. They secured* In- 
formation and engineering data re- 
garding flights over routes In the coun- 
tries named, passenger accommoda- 
tions, freight and express handling, 
fuel and suiHDly statistics, replacement 
costs, insurance rates and the laws 
governing air navigallon In Bnrope. 

•'At the same time," the statement 
from Mr. Crowell explains, "we were 
carrying on Investigations here in the 
United States. We looked into t^ 
helium queatioa. Its cost and probable 
supply ; sourceSi' of operating revmrae, 
passenger, freight, express and mail; 
the most feasible routes over which 
to start our new service to supplement 
existing traflic facilities; meteorologi- 
cal data and the effect that our climate 
will have on a yearly operathm adied- 
ule ; and the thousand and one things 
which develop into real proUMMT to 
be surmounted in any undMtakfalg of 
such wide aiHOlication.'* 

It was In these iafvastigations that 
the representatiyes of the American 
Investigation corporation liad the co- 
operation and capable asriatance oi 
Dr. Schuette. 

"We uncovered enough evidence 
early on our trip to Burope," contUiued 
Mr. Crowell*s statement, -trten with 
that previously found, to convince us 
all that the time had arrived for ac- 
tion; that certain conditions abroad, 
if taken Advantage of, would place the 
Ihitted Sta^ in the lead in the air- 
ship IndustiV. perhaps f or aU ttme. 
Political conditions, reduced ratea of 
exchange, post-war reparations, the 
non-employment of airship talent, all 
these -were factors In giving airships 
a setback in Europe. These factors 
are to our •advantage.'* 

On the return of these Inveatlgators 
from Europe plans were forinufisted 
for the organization of the Gen^l 
Air Service company, which starts busi- 
ness with the accumulated data ac- 
quired by the American InvestlgaUon 
corporation. The latter corporation 
has acquired various rights for the 
construction of German riglds through- 
out the world, secured options on cer^ 
tain equipment vital to the industry, 
Induding mocMting masts, hangars, ter- 
minal apparatus and plana and sped- 
flcationa ft»r rigid ahnMa of wlous 
dVaamsa fm HarMance rvufea.
